Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The IDS submitted on 09/03/2008 was considered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. This action is responsive to the communication filed on 30 September 2008. By 
this amendment, claims 1,12 and 23 are amended. Claims 5-7 and 1 6-1 8 are 
canceled. Claims 24-25 are newly added claims. Therefore, claims 1-4, 8-15 and 19- 
25 are pending. After an in-depth review by the examiner, the instant application is 
being restricted. Applicant's amendments necessitate an election/restriction 
requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species 1 : Claims 1 -4, 8-1 5, 1 9-23 and 25 are associated with page 8, lines 
1 0-1 8 of the Applicant's original disclosure 

Species 2: Claim 24 is associated with page 8, line 1 9 - page 9, line 3 of the

4. The species are independent or distinct because each of the various disclosed 
species details a mutual exclusive characteristic of: 

Species 1 : The limitation is a maximum number of times user identification can 
be replaced and increasing the maximum number of times user identification 
information can be replaced and wherein the limitation is stored in a tamper proof

storage unit that physically prevents the limitation from being overwritten from outside

Species 2: The limitation is a predetermined amount of time that must expire
